One of the 
most gigantic financial operations out- 
aide of railways that haa occurrwl here 
for years, has just been consummated 
here. It is the nale and transfer of 
tho controlling interest in the new 
Hudson cotton mills at Hochelaga, to 
the directorn of tho old mill, of which 
Mr. Victor Hudson was formerly pres 
ident. The uinount paid by choquo of 
Mr A. F. Gaul'-, the president of the 
old company, for over sixt-een hun- 
dred shares was $109,900, being at a 
premium of 10 per cent, on the origin- 
al cost of the shares. Theru is nothing 
definite, decided as to what class of 
gooda tho now mill, which is just ready 
for the machinery, will manufacture. 

The Canada Pacific Railway Compa- 
ny has commenced tho foundations of 
their railway depot on the old Quebec 
Gate barrack ground. The building is 
expected lo be completed this fall.

The St. John Nties furnishes tho fol- 
lowing account of tho tragic drowning ac- 
cident at Fredoricton on Soturday af- 
ternoon/ — Between •! and 6 oclock in tho 
aftoruoon, MlBS Maggie Chostnnt, daugh- 
ter of Mr. Q. Chestnut, hardware mer- 
chant, and Nellio Randolph, daughter of 
the Hon. A. F, Randolph, sged li! and 
11 yearn respectively, went in bathing at 
Berry Hill, four and a half miles above 
Fredecicton, on the left bank of tho 
rivar. While in bathing they were care- 
fully watched by the wife of Mr. John 
Babbitt, jeweler, who cat in a scow close 
at hand. Suddenly tho two girls, who 
had been wading in shallow water, 
plunged into a doep hole and disappeared 
from light. Seeing the ' accident, and 
observing no oao near who could render 
aeelsianoe, Mr*. Babbitt plunged into tho 



water at the risk of her own life to ros- 
cuo the drowning children. Fortunately 
Miss Randolph succeeded in obtaining a 
foot hold on a rock which bordered on 
the hole Slid clambered out in safety. 
Locked in each others arms Miss Chest- 
nut and the heroic woman struggling 
sank. Miss Randolph, who by this time 
had gained the shore, on seeing tho acci- 
dent, ran up the bank to tho road tor as- 
sistance. A man named Dunpliy arrived 
on tho scene, but being unable ui sunn, 
could civu no assistance. A number of 
of men soon reached tho spot from Spring 
Hill, half a mile distant, with grappling 
gear to recover tho bodies. In about an 
hour .Mrs. Babbitt's budy wsa brought to 
tho surface directly at the spot where sho 
disappeared. Efforts were made to re- 
suscitate her, but the attempt was uuu- 
los'i. -.Miss Chestnut's body was not 
found until 10 o'clock, when it was found 
fixating by a rait of Wjji a few yards 
from the scene of disaster. The greatest 
sorrow and sympathy exists throughout 
the city gn account of the dreadful atlair. 
.No inquest was deemed necessary. Sym- 
pathy was extended from all the city pul- 
pits cm Sunday, and the gnof of the lit- 
tle ones in tfie Methodist Sabbath School 
of winch Miss Chestnut was a member, 
was vory affecting. Relatives of the de- 
ceased in Fredericton, St. John, and 
elsewhere are nearly wild with grief, snd 
many touching exhibitions of sympathy 
havo been shown toward the grief-strick- 
en families.

Two of Thorn Eangpd—Story of tlio 
Roisljory and Killing of Dr. 
Vail and Andy Hall. 

(Spix-lal to tlu- s. F. Tall.) 
Tl'csox, A. T., Aug. 24. — A Slue spe- 
cial from Glove City, concerning the rob- 
bery and murder of Andy Hall and Dr. 
Vail, says: Last night at 7 o'clock tho 
sheriff brought in from Pinal Ranch C. P.. 
Hawloy and L. V. Grimes. Cicero Grimes 
was under arresi here. All three made 
full confession. blavvley and L. V. 
Grimes confessed that they did all the 
work. Cicero Grimes was to share in 
the proceeds, and consented to help in 
tho plan of robbery. He went to the 
summit of the mountain and met the ex- 
press, and rode ahead of it some dis- 
tance and gave the signs to Haw ley and 
L. V. Grimes, who wore concealed near 
the trail. When the express arrived there 
they commenced tiring to scare oil' the 
messenger and mail rider. Tho mail 
rider. Porter, ran off to get a gun. Cicero 
Grimes had then got into town. The 
messenger, Hall, had no arms except a 
rifle without cartridges and a pistol with 
a belt of cartridges. Tho messenger hid 
himself, and young Grimes and llawley 
broke open the box, getting SfiOOO m 
gold. They then started away with it. 
M. F. Vail, on his way to his mine, rode 
upon the scene of the robbery. .Soon 
after, and while looking around the trail, 
the guard came hack, and, not knowing 
Vail, shot at him. Vail, thinking he was 
attacked by one of the robbers, rode off, 
and overtook them. The robbers played 
friendly, and said they were going to 
town. Vail, being afraid, went with 
them about half a mile, when they shot 
him three times in the back. Vail died 
soon after. After this they were over- 
taken by the messenger. Hall. He pre- 
tended that he had been shot at by In- 
dians, and wanted protection to get into 
town. lie went with them some dis- 
tance, carrying a pistol m Ins hand all 
the time. They gol the messenger be- 
tween them, ami Hawloy shot him in the 
back. Hall shot live times at them, and 
then they literally riddled him, shooting 
eight balls into him. They divided the 
money. Grimes took his and his brother's j 
share, and then they separated. Through 
a chain of circumstantial evidence, Treas- 
urer Lacy, Sheriff Lnwthcr and others 
worked it up. Too great praise cannot be 
given to Lacy and Lnwthcr, and also J. 
H. Gabriel, and their assistants. The 
mob was determined to hang all three. 
Cicero Grimes has a w ife and large family 
here. While L. V. Grimes and llawley 
were out with a party of citizens and 
officers hunting the treasure, Cicero 
Grimes made a statement to the crowd 
who were determined on his death. Fitch, 
a young lawyer, made a speech to the 
mob for G rimes for nearly two horn's. He 
was followed by 0. B Kennedy, lfev. P.. 
D. Colofee and others. The oflicers finally 
got Cicero Grimes away to a place of 
safety. The crowd then took llawley 
and L. V. Grimes and hanged thein. 
There was not much noise, llawley died 
game. L. V. Grimes broke down at the 
last. The town is all quiet this morning. | 
Cicero Grimes will be tried next term of 
court, and issuroot a long term at Yuma.

A tlinpatcii from Mtilbourne, Australia, 
via London, brings information of an at- 
tempt to aHHassinate , James Aljiin (Inold, 
archbishop of the colony. The nnsaBsin 
was one Thomas O'Farroll, brothorof tliu 
man O'Farrell who was executed in Syd- 
ney for attempting to assassinate the 
Duke of Edinburgh in 1808 Thomas 
O'Farrell is a lawyer of sonic note in Mel- 
bourne, and it in said had charge of much 
of the business of the Catholic church. 
Tn 1877 he came to San Francisco anil 
continued to reside there, doing some 
journalistic work and employing liinwolf 
in various ways until the early part of this 
year. While there he went under the 
name of Thomas Desmond to escape the 
odium of his brother's crime and ita expi- 
ation. From there he went hack to Mel- 
bourne, where, by liiH unreasonable liter- 
ary assaults en those who had boon his 
friends, a doubt as t.i his sanity was cre- 
ated. The archbishop, who had befriend- 
ed hiin there, soomed to be a special 
object of his hostility and was denounced 
by him in public prints hs a felon and a 
swindler, and his aggressiveness culmi- 
nated in shooting the prelate. The nature 
of the wound is not stated, but whether 
it ho mortal or not makes, it is said, no 
difl'oreiico in the consequences of the at- 
tempt to himself, ns an attempt tu mur- 
der, evon though the attempt may not 
succeed, is in that colony punishable with 
death.

DEATH OF HON. JOHN TOD. 

NEARLY A OENTENNAIIIAN. 

| Tho Last of a Former Gonoration of 
H. B. Co. Factors. 

Yesterday afternoon one of the moat 
remarkable of the hardy old pioneers of 
the great northwest expired in his Hist 
j year. The Hon. John Toil was the eldest 
in a largo Scotch family, the youngest 
member of which, namely, Mrs. Ander- 
i son, is now a resident of this city. lie 
I was born at Lockleven, Dumbartonshire, 
1 Scotland, in 1701 or '02, and was iu- 
. tended by bis parents for n mercantile 
I career. At tho age of sixteen, possessing 
| an indomitable, independent spirit, he 
I resisted the command of bis employer in 
! the matter of delivering parcels, which, it 
seems was the duty of a junior clerk, and 
thus put an end to his prospects in a 
mercantile line. About this lime, 180? 
or 1808, Lord Selkirk was establishing 
his northwestern emigration scheme on 
the Red River of the north, and young 
Tod embarked for York Factory, Hudson 
Bay, in company with a number of other 
daring spirits, many of whom occupied 
positions of trust in after years in thu ex- 
tensive possessions ol the 11 B. Co. The 
deceased now worked his way up from a 
clerk to a trader, and from a chief trader 
to a factor and then to a chief factor in this 
service. Before the century was twenty 
years of age he had traversed the vast 
"territory from Hudson Bay to IheColbm . 
bia River. lie remembered every inci 
dent of the trouble between the North 
west Fur Company and the II. IV Co., 
wnieh culminated in open hostilities upon 
the ground on which the city of Winnipeg 
is now built, just outside of old Fort 
Harry. He found his way t.> Mon- 
treal by the greal hikes ah 'tit the 
time of the war of 1812. 
There was scarcely a furl in those early 
days that he did uoi know and several 
were afterwards established by him. For 
nine years subsequently, out in the 
Peace river country, hunger saw tin- 
face ofa while person or heard the sound 
of his mother tongue. Always a great 
reader when he could command books of 
any sort, he had a few Works with him 
during this long exile and in 
order that he might not forget the 
English language altogether he accus 
turned himself to reading aloud and fre- 
quently recalling to mind and rehearsing 
what lie had been reading about. With 
a strong ami retentive memory such ex- 
ercises tended to store his mind with in- 
formation which was always at his com- 
mand in after years More than Mi years 
ago he was selected to take charge ,.f obi 
Fort Kamloops after the death of a Chief 
Factor named Black w ho was shot by an 
Indian in the hall of the fort. At tins 
time Old N'ieola, from whom Sicoln river 
and valley were named, and his large I 
tribe were much disaffected and the pox | 
It ion of the deeeaseil gentleman was one 
of extreme peril. lie was a man who 

never knew what fear was. On o c- I 

casino Nicola and a large band of Indians * 
managed to get into the fort enclosure j 
for the purpose of killing the master and 
plundering the premises. Mr. Tod 
being almost alone and unaided ordered 
several kegs of powder lo he brought to 
him .and knocking out the head of one 
ho coolly lighted a match and threatened 
to blow up the Fort, himself and nil the 
Indiana by whom he was surrounded tin- i 
less they tit once left the place and 

neighborhood. It is n lloss to say thai 

he was soon master of thesituation and from 
thattimi-all insubordination among the In- 
dians « as at an end. On another occasion, 
while east of the Rockies, the small-pox 
broke out among the natives, and they 
imagined that Mr. Tod, the only white 
man amongst them, spread the fell dis- 
ease intentionally. A large deputation 
waited on him to talk this matter over 
and during the conference he was openly 
accused of wanting to kill all the Indians. 
This idea was of course strenuously coin- - 
batted and the natives were told that if 
they were all killed oil' he could get no 
more furs and would himself ban- to 1 
close the trailing post and leave. " If," I 
said Mr. 'foil, "I wanted to kill you all I 
have only to take the cork out of this j 
bottle," pulling it out of his pocket as he . 
spoke, "and every Indian in the room 
would be a dead man. This remarkable 
instance of tact and presence of mind set- 
tled that difficulty, and his influence from 
that time was supremo. It should have 
been stated in the beginning of this short 
notice of a very remarkable man that he 
was first, at Astoria in 1814, having 
crossed the mountains and reached the 
Columbia river from the cist, very short 
ly after the late John Jacob Aster found- 
ed that trading post, afterwards im- 
mortalized by Washington living. 
He was a cotoinporary of the . 
celebrated Dr. McLaughlan and was 
early connected with Fort Vancouver. 
He retired from tho service of the II. B. 
Co. after leaving Kamloops, about 1847 j 
01 '48, and settled al his late residence 
on Cadboro Bay. In ltjfil! he was ap- | 
pointed a member of the first executive 
council on Vancouver Island by the late | 
Sir James Douglas, and hold that position 
for several years. lie leaves a large 
family of four sons and several daughters, j 
and he is understood to have been some 
what wealthy. Besides considerable 
landed property around Cadboro Bay, 
and valuable city lots and improvements, 
he purchased, many years ago, a number 
of Bunk of Montreal shares that have 
since become very valuable. The de- 
ceased for many years of his ln\- kepi an 
accurate journal. Some of ilo.se records 
he left east of I he mountains, ami before 
leaving KainloopH a large heap of them 
were consigned to the llames.aa he then 
considered they were not worth lite trou 
bio of packing to Ibis city, which was then 
Fort Victoria. Had these manuscripts been 
preserved a most interesting volume ol 
exciting reminiscences of a long and i 
eventful life could have been compiled 
mid given to the public.

IsMALIA, Aug. 27. — At the outset of 
the fight wo were under very heavy lire, 
ospocially from tho Egyptian left, where 
ten guns rained sIioIIh incessantly. The 
84th moved in that direction in skirmish- 
ing order, und as the men were scattered 
tho losses were slight. Finding they were 
doing little harm, the enemy directed 
their attention upon General Wolseley 
and stun. The enemy fired freely upon 
the household cavalry, and all the hopes 
entertained of the bravery and usefulness 
of the latter were fully realized. Two 
Oat ling guns served by marines were un- 
able to go into action on account of the 
severity of the enemy's artillery tire. The 
lighting began at 6 a. in. and did not end 
till evening. Thoro was not water enough 
for the horses; which were greatly fa- 
tigued. Our cavalry charged on the ene- 
my early in the morning over hoary 
ground, forcing them to retire, leaving 
ten prisoners in our hands. 

Towards midday the enemy got our 
range more completely and landed shells 
right in our midst. My noon thu boat 
was so intense many of our men were 
attacked with dysentery and sunstroke. 

In to-day's fight the dragoons charged 
tho enemy, cutting down many and taking 
some prisoners. Major Bolby was shot 
through the chest, but rode a considerable 
distance afterwards. 

Our headquarters are likely to remain 
at Aburish for the present, to enable tho 
stores to come up. Prisoners say many 
dead and wounded wore taken away by 
tho train which our oavalry nearly cap- 
tured . 

AlkxaN'I'KU, Aug. 27 . -About 3 o'clock 
this afternoon two heavy guns, recently 
placed beyond the waterworks hill, com- 
menced liring on the enemy on the left 
bank of the Muhmoudieh canal. About 
twenty rounds wore fired, and soveral 
shells exploded in the midst of tho ene- 
my's entrenchments, causing considerable 
damage, 'file enemy replied feobly, and i 
about 5 o'clock a conflagration appeared j 
in the rear of the enemy's camp, about ' 
tun miles beyond Kamloh. 

The British man-of-war Minotaur be- i 
gan shelling the enemy's outposts in the 
direction of Aboukir this afternoon, The 
shells appeared to burst in tho midst of ' 
tho enemy's position.. Tho Minotaur eon- : 
tinned to tiro with increased rapidity until 
sunset. The enemy's reply was weak, | 
and altogether there was very little ac- 
tivity in the rebel camp. 

The impression gains ground that the 
bulk of Arabi Pasha's troops have been 
withdrawn from Kafr el Dwar. 

Abdol Russck anil four other staff 
otlicers have escaped from Arabi Pasha. 
They were received by tho khedive. It 
appears they had been for somn time in 
communication with the khedivo through 
members of General Stone's family. 
They were entrusted by Arabi Pasha with 
defence of Tel ol Kobir, but abstained 
from making earth works. They es- 
caped and went to M. De Losseps and 
asked his assistance to get away, but De 
Lesseps tried to dissuade thorn, accusing 
them of want of patriotism. They finally 
sought Roar Admiral Iloskins, who for- 
warded them to Alexandria. 

An engine and nine trucks arrived to- 
day from Suez. The line is in fair work- 
ing order. The rebel position at Tel el 
Kebir is very strong, their entrench- 
monta running right across and on both 
Hides of the railway, and thoir position 
Hanked on each side by water. Our 
losses Friday were about fifty killed and 
wounded, of which the cavalry lost 20 or 
'M from tho heavy shell tiro and from 
charging a square of infantry. Cur total 
forces in Ismalia district under (Ion. 
Wolseley are about 11,000 men, '.'.oOO 
horses and '.'7 guns. 

Ismalia, Aug. 28. — Troops are contin- 
ually advancing and it will not bo long 
Ivef oro 'I'd el Kebir is attacked. Be- 
tween Ranileh and Mayum the ground is 
good for inarching, but the canal is full 
of dead horses and dead bodies of ArabH. 
Some of the latter were thrown thero by 
thoir comrades, while others were corpses 
of men shot whilo attempting In escape. 
Judging by the quantity of clothing, eto, 
found in the abandoned camp the rebels 
uiitat be in great force. But most appear 
to have been merely peasantry armed 
with muzzle-loading muskets. Almost 
all prisoners aro peasants and all doad 
are also peasants. Doctors have prohi- 
bited the use of water in Lake Maxiuni 
for drinking. An artillery general has 
been captured who speaks English fluent- 
ly, tie furnished valuable information. 
We now have two infantry regiments 
with cavalry and artillery at Kassassin. 

Ismalia, Aug. 27.— Only six dead 
bodies of Arabs were found on the field 
of battle, but inside of Ramsoa were 
found several small pyramids of stones 
freshly put up, beneath which dead na- 
tives were probably buried. Though tho 
engagement was not serious as far as 
hard fighting was concerned, tho soldiers 
acted splendidly. The difficulties of the 
ground were fearful, while tho heat of 
tho sun defies exaggeration. (Jon. Wolse- 
ley 's object has been achieved, and wo 
gained much more fresh water, for tho 
canal had beou carefully dammed at 
Ramses. Native cavalry have arrived 
and gone to the front. 

Alexandria, Aug. 27. — We have cap- 
tured a spy and handed him over to the 
native authorities who tortured him with 
thumb screws and ordered him to bo shot. 
Ho said Arabi Pasha has only ft strong 
regiment of artillery, 2000 cavalry, and 
a few infantry in front of us. Signaling 
baa been proceeding during the paHt 
few nights with Arabi Pasha, but we have 
been unable to discover who is sending 
the signals. 

Ismalia, Aug. 27. — When tho mounted 
infantry of tho household troops charged 
into Matsameh, Sir Havelock Allen 
showing the way, the enemy dashed into 
the lake and swam for safety. They 
were plied witli rifle bullets as they dived 
and tloundered. 

Alexandria, Aug. 27. — News of tho 
success of British troops Thursday ia 
placarded in town and caused excitement 
and rejoicing. 

The men bolonging to tho Austrian 
frigato Nautilus captured Haw Arabi Pa- 
sha nt Kafr el Dwar, The prisoners 
weyo only released after giving their word 
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of honor net to disclose anything they 
saw. 

Ai.kxan.uua, Aug. 27. — The British 
40-pouuders at Ramloh connonaded the 
enemy's lines to-day. The native who 
murdered the Manchester merchant* 
Richardson and Dobson and three other 
persons on June 11th has been' identified 
and arrested. 

Pour S.vin, Aug. -7 — The steamer 
Calypso arrived on Saturday with 150 
Turkish troops ami was moored inside 
the inner harbor, w hen the Monarch at 
once sent two armed boats with gatliug 
guns to learn their errand. The Turks 
stated they were the annual relief for the 
Turkish garrison a' some fort, in the Red 
Sea. During the night armed boats from 
the British fleet cruised around with or- 
ders to prevent the Turks from fainting. 
The Calypso entered the canal Sunday 
morning, a steam pinnace from the Hecla 
accompanying her with orders to prevent 
disembarkation of troops.

Being reinforced by another 
battallion, he attacked the enemy in 
front, while the first cavalry brigade 
charged them in the Hank, sabreing a 
considerable number. Arabi Pasha was 
on tho field during the action. Our killed 
are one surgeon, Major Shaw , six marines 
and one infantryman ; wounded, live 
officers and six men. 

Alexandria, Aug. '_".). slight akir 
inishing has taken place to-day tu Ranileh. 

London, Aug. 20. — A petition signed 
by upwards of 100 members of the Irish 
constabulary has been forwarded to Earl 
Spencer asking that tho dismissed men be 
reinstated. It ia said that in the event 
of his failure to comply with the request 
a general and serious striko will occur. 

The dismissed constables at Limerick, 
on hearing of the petition, declared they 
would not re-enter the force under any 
conditions. 

ATHENS, Aug. 2'.). - Yesterday morning 
Turkish troops attacked Ihe Creeks along 
the frontier from Seerbas to Damani. 
Fighting was continued to-day. 'fhe 
Greeks lost four killed and ten wounded. 
Tho government has dispatched 10,000 
infantry, artillery and gendarmes to the 
frontier. 

Constantinople, Aug. 20. M. Con- 
courcetis, Greek ambassador, represented 
to Said l'asha that the collision was pro- 
voked by a violation of Greek territory 
by the Turks. Said Pasha replied that 
last mouth a detachment of Greeks crossed 
the frontier and cut a telegraphic com- 
munication between a Turkish military 
post and a village. Tho Turks, requiring 
supplies, wero obliged to pass through a 
part of tho Greek territory. They wore 
opposed and tired upon by the Creeks. 
Tho Turks retaliated and drove back the 
Greeks. 

The porte telegraphed to its minister at 
Athena instructing him to make repre- 
sentations to the Crook government, in- 
sisting upon the cessation of hostilities. 

The porte now insists that the Turkish 
troops shall be allowed to land at Uex- 
andria, which shall be made to servo as a 
common basu for British and Turkish 
operations. 

London, Aug. 20. —A dispatch from 
Alexandria Bays Soulba Pasha was poi- 
soned to-day. 

Tho 2'imes says: Wo shall soon hour 
that Major-General Sir Edward Jlamloy 
has been ordered to move from Alex- 



andria, and that he is to be replaced by 
General Harmony, lately assistant adju- 
tant general in Ireland. 

The Ti Hies says of the invitation to the 
British Association to meet in Canada 
that it can be in no sense the same thing 
us a meeting on English ground; but that 
the invitation should be regarded as a 
welcome sign of the Canadian policy to 
tho mother country. 

Ismalia, Aug. 30.— The British did 
not anticipate the recent attack. Re- 
sults show, however, that we are ready 
for any thing. 1'. is reported that the 
enemy Hod to Tel-KI Kabir. Our posi- 
tion remains about the same but the 
cavalry lid vailCPil a few miles on the 
extreme right. 

Constantinopi.i:, Aug. 30. — M. Pon- 
douries, the Greek Minister, had anoth- 
er conference w ith Said Pu.slia, the Tur- 
kish Minister of Foreign Affairs. It 
is understood an order will be sent to 
tho Porte by Greece, ordering a ces- 
sation of hostilities. 

A detachment of Turkish troops left 
Salon ica for the Greek frontier to re- 
st oro order. 

Is.mai.ia, Aug. 30.— The British have 
now nearly established a line of com- 
munication with the telegraph to El- 
K nfer. Tho railway along the route is 
Hourly completed, and several trains 
have already been sent forward. 

Gen. Wolseley is moving his entire 
army to the front. 

Paris, Aug. .'!U. — Engineer Melville 
of the Jeannette survivors will start 
for Liverpool today on his way home. 
Lieut. Berry who commanded the Rog- 
ers will remain a few days longer.

— The guard at 
the military range near here lired eight

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London, Aug. -0. - General Wolseley 
telegraphed from Kassassin Lock: 
Muior General Graham, commanding 
this post, was attacked yesterday by 
about twelve guns and eight battalions. 
( )ur men behaved extremely well, and 
indicted severe loss upon the enemy. 
At lirst General Graham had but live 
guns mid two and a half battalions and 
a small detachment of cavalry and 
mounted infantry. Being reinforced 
by another battallion he attacked theen- 
etny in front, whilst Mussel charged 
them in the Haul:, sabering it consider- 
able number, Tho cavalry were well 
handled by Major-General Drury 
I, ii we and General Graham, Their 
disposition whs nil it should have been. 
1 1 is operations were carried out with 
the coolness for which lie has always 
been well known. Arabi was on the 
field during the action. Our cavalry 
charged by moonlight, but were unable 
to secure the rebel guns, which the en- 
emy withdrew during the night. 
They left, however, all their ammuni- 
tion. Our killed are Surgeon-Major 
Shawn, six murines, and one infantry 
lieutenant. Wounded — one major, 
two captains, two lieutenants and fifty- 
six men. 

iJnu.iN, Aug. 28. — The discontent of 
the contstuliulary has extended to the 
metropolitan police, and four hundred 
of the latter have made complaint that 
they are not compensated for extra 
work. While the meeting was pro- 
ceeding Ihe Chief Commissioner ap- 
peared and ordered the chairman to 
quit the chair. The chairman refused 
and the < 'ommissioner threatened to 
make an example of him. The meet- 
ing then dispersed, and shortly after, 
at a subsequent meeting, they pledged 
themselves to compensate the chair- 
man for any Iops ho might sustain. 
Tho Inspector-General of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary held ti parade Sun- 
day of the entire Limerick forces. He 
said the transfers to the North of Ire- 
lnnd of six sub-constables, which lad 
occasioned excitement in the ranks, 
was not meant as a punishment. He 
pointed out that insubordination could 
not be tolerated. The six men refer- 
red to ha.l till Monday morning, hn 
said, to decide whether to go north or 
resign. 

Dl.'ULIN', Aug. 28.- -The people of 
Limerick have practically become their 
own poiioenien, a great majority of tho 
constabulary having refused to do fur- 
ther duty. The mon ascribe the blame 
for the whole troublo to Clifford 
Lloyd. Cork telegrams, asking what 
day would be fixed for the resignation 
of the constabulary in a body, are pas- 
sing between different stations in dif- 
ferent parts of the countrj. Largo 
numbers have made inquiries at various 
emigration offices to tlay, and the opin- 
ion is prevalent that one hundred men, 
of ten years service and under, will 
shortly resign. 

London, Aug. 30. — General Wolse- 
ley telegraphs from cavalry headquar- 
ters at Manisch Camp, on Tuesday, 
that only the Household Cavalry and 
Seventh Dragoon Guards were serious- 
ly engaged in tho light at Kassassin 
Lock. The former had three troopers 
killed and eight wounded. Major 
Town send received a saber cut. Tho 
Guards had two troopers wounded. 

Pauls, Aug. 30. — At a. meeting at 
the Grand Hotel a scheme proposed by 
Gaulois for a banquet to Do Lesseps 
was discussed. About forty metuborB 
of the press wore present. Arrange- 
ments for the banquet wore placed in 



the hands of a committee with instruct 
ions that it must be non-political, and 
attended only by Frenchmen. 

Alexandria, Aug. 30. — The High- 
land brigade starts to-morrow. 

General Sir Evelyn Wood has as 
sumed the clrref command of the troops 
in Alexandria and vicinity. 

A Greek merchant who left Cairo 
on the 25th reports that Arabi Pasha, 
All Tehmy and a number of troops 
from Kafr el Dwar were at Kafr el 
Kebir when he passed '.here. 

London, Aug. 30.— Important onl 
nance was received at Woolwich to 
day, tn be forwarded at once to Egypt, 
with tt formidable light siego train. It 
weighs, with equipments, -000 tons 
and requires 11(10 otlicers and men. 
The ordnance consists of thirty-six 
pieces of artillery of various calibres, 
including ten forty-pounders and ten 
twenty-five-pounders. 

ATUEXS, Aug. 30.— Advices from 
tho frontier claim that ilm Turkish 
troops wero routed on Monday Mid 
Tuesday with considerable loss.

He 
nays in consequence of the scarcity of 
water find lack of employment care 
must bo taken in order thai the public 
purity may not be imperilled by the 
influx of people. Therefore persons 
having no fixed occupation or visible 
means of subsistence will not be al 
lowed to land. 

Ismalia, Aug. 30.— The ollicial re- 
port of General Lawn regarding i In- 
action of the cavalry at Kassassin con- 
firms the details already printed. He 
says that after the charge the ground 
was strewn with the bodies of dead 
Egyptian infantry. After praising tho 
gallantry of the Household cavalry 
General Lawe adds that their rxcellent 
behavior at all times is on a par with 
it. 

General Wolseley states thai the en- 
emy are now throwing up works in 
rout of Kassassin. 

Bkklin, Aug. 31.- The representative 
of a great Power it' St . Petersburg having 
asked the Government whether he should 
hire ronns at Moscow in the autumn for 
his tine at the coronation of tho Czar, was 
informed the ceremony certainly would 
not occur before May. 

London, Aug. 30. — A dispatch from 
Durban states that the British Kaflir 
chief Sesoceuic, his son and fourteen fol- 
lowers, wore killed. It was done by 
another chief being put into his place by 
the British. 

Atiikns,30. Aug.— Hellenic troops have 
been ordered to the frontier, where the 
Government has determined to concen- 
trate four thousand men immediately. 
This number will be sufliciont if the 
movement of Turkey ia not instigated by 
the Turkish local commander, but if the 
impulse emanates from Constantinople, 
the struggle will prove serious. 

Pour Said, Aug. 30.- Europeans who 
arrived from Cairo, under escort by way 
of Damietta, announce that by the on 
orgy of the prefect of police at Cairo, 
European's are not molested. A French- 
man named Demurs was murdered by 
his servants on Friday, and was buried 
Saturday, under police protection. The 
Arabs continue strengthening Ghomilex. 

Glasgow, Aug, 30. —The Scotch iron- 
masters have resolved not to continue the 
agreement with the Cleveland iron-tnas 
tors to restrict the output, of pig iron. 

Ismalia, Aug. 30 - It is believed Arabi 
Pasha has brought up his infantry by 
train from Kafr ol Dwar for an attack on 
tho British at Kassassin Lock. Tho Brit- 
ish artillery lire was most effective, and 
prevented I he enemy from advancing in 
close order, as they apparently intended. 
The loose formation uf tho infantry gave 
opportunity to our cavalry. Tho Life 
Guards made fearful havoc among thu 
scattered fugitives. A train of wounded 
British is now on its way to Ismalia. 

Alkxanwua, Aug. 30. — Arabi Pasha is 
strongly fortifying his position ut Dwan- 
hour. All was quiet at Caiso up to tho 
26th. 

Cork, Aug. 30. — The corporation had 
passed resolutions condemning tho sen- 
tence of E. Dwyor Grey, and demanding 
that ho be released. The corporation 
also resolved to confer upon Grey tho 
freedom of the city. 

Dublin, Aug. 30. — At a meeting of tho 
Down police resolutions were adopted de- 
manding an increase of pay and pensions. 
Two constablos wore appointed to attend 
the commission of inquiry in Dublin.
